This week the Star has been flood¬ 
ed with emails and telephone calls 
from furious members of staff - all of 
whom have been warned not to speak 
to the press - accusing the firm for 
“putting profits ahead of people”.

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Tory apologises 
for email gaffe

A SENIOR Tory council¬ 
lor has apologised to a 
party supporter after 
describing her as “stu¬ 
pid” in an email which he 
sent to her in error. 

The 63-year-old woman 
was shocked to receive the 
message from Tony Hall, 
chairman of Harlow Council’s 
environment and community 
committee, which he had only 
meant to send to Parliament¬ 
ary candidate Robert Halfon. 

In his email Mr Hall described 
the woman as “short-sighted and 
ill-informed”, adding: “She clear-

ly has no idea about the real world 
and is probably as stupid as I 
think!” 

The woman, a life-long Cons¬ 


ervative voter, said: “I was totally 
insulted. Is this how an elected 
public servant should write about 
us behind our backs? Is this really 
what he and Robert Halfon say to 
each other? 

“He should not write about 
anybody like that, whether it’s pri¬ 
vate or not. It just shows what he 
thinks about members of the pub¬ 
lic. It’s a terrible attitude.” 

The woman, who has asked to 
remain anonymous, had originally 
sent an email to Mr Halfon listing 
concerns about Harlow Council’s 
new wheelie bins and the sale of 
the derelict swimming pool site to 
private developers before receiv¬ 
ing the response from Mr Hall. 

He later apologised for sending 
the email in error but added: “Of 
course I stand by my remarks gen¬ 
erally”. 


The woman said the response 
did not amount to an apology and 
said she would never again vote 
Conservative in local elections. 

This week Mr Hall told the 
Star: “I made a mistake and I have 
apologised for sending her the 
wrong email. It was written in a 
rush and it was not something 
meant for public consumption. 

“I’d spent an hour preparing a 
response. She then sent an email 
saying I was being condescend¬ 
ing. I didn’t know then if there 
was any point in answering it fur¬ 
ther. 

Mr Halfon said: “This was an 
isolated email which I know Tony 
has already apologised and I also 
apologise if it caused any offence. 

“Mistakes happen; people write 
mistakes in emails all the time. I 
hope she will accept the apology.”

Opinions sought 
on renal services 

PLANS to improve kidney dialysis servic¬ 
es in Harlow were discussed at a meeting 
attended by patients, NHS staff and carers.

Sunday, January 31 


I arrive bright and early at RAF Brize Norton for the start 
of my fifth visit to Afghanistan. Each time my feeling 
has been the same, a sense of responsibility and 
excitement at the challenge of the coming days but also 
nervous anticipation. If you’re not nervous when departing 
for Afghanistan, I think you've lost touch with reality. 

The flight is delayed by an hour so we manage to watch 
the start of Andy Murray’s final in Melbourne, which is 
shown on the BBC. As someone who has long 
campaigned for our major sporting events to be on 
terrestrial TV rather than satellite, this pleases me. 

After a seven-hour military flight we land in Kandahar. 
Time for a sandwich and briefing with Regional 
Commander South on current operations and plans for 
Operation Moshtarak, which is the next big push against 
the Taliban. 

The aim is to extend the authority and influence of the 
Afghan government in central Helmand. It is a more 
Afghan-planned and led operation than ever before. This 
is a key element of our strategy to build the capability of 
Afghan forces progressively so we can get to the stage 
when it is safe for our forces to leave. 

Our flight is delayed and I finally arrive at Camp Bastion 
in Helmand at 3 am. 

Monday, February 1 

B reakfast with the troops at 8am. I make the point of 
finding out the ‘shop floor’ view of what is 
happening. There is a real sense of commitment to the 
mission and a universal view that equipment is very good 
and much better than four-five years ago, despite media 
reports to the contrary. 

We move to meet the pilots of the Merlin helicopters 
which have transferred from Iraq. We’ve rightly increased 
flying hours by 100 per cent. 

We fly by helicopter to our forward operating base in 
Musa Qal’eh. I really notice progress since I was here in 
July when this was the frontline with the Taliban. Now 
they've been pushed much further back and I witness 
1,000 Afghans at the local market. Much greater 
confidence and security. 

We fly to Sangin, still the site of some of the bloodiest 
attacks by the Taliban. I visit the local bazaar and talk to 
locals, ordinary people trying to make a living. I travel in 
a Mastiff to our patrol base which is literally at the 
frontline. I look out the top of the base where this 
morning the Taliban had been firing from 150 metres 
away. With a chill down my spine this brings home very 
clearly the reality of what is happening. 

I talk to our soldiers here and sense their real fear and 
apprehension of improvised explosive devices (IEDs). But 
this just makes them more determined to see the operation 
through. 

Fly back to Bastion and am ushered into a traditional 
curry with the Gurkhas to the sound of their bagpipes. A 
wonderful experience. 

On the evening military flight to Kabul the pilot invites 
me up into the cockpit. As we reach cruising altitude he 


turns to me and says we’ve got a problem and he’ll have 
to shut an engine and divert to Kandahar. As someone 
who until a few years ago was scared of flying, this news 
leaves me to say the least unsettled. 

We make it to Kandahar safely and get another flight to 
Kabul. I haven't been here since 2004; the progress and 
development is huge. 

Tuesday, February 2 

I start with a briefing at the embassy on latest political 
developments. The new Karzai government is bedding 
down. Karzai does represent the will of the Afghan people 
but he needs to do more to tackle corruption. 

I spend the day in meetings at NATO with ISAF (the 
international coalition) commanders and ministers. We 
discuss the political strategy of the Afghans, offering 
reintegration to those in the Taliban prepared to renounce 
violence. This has to be part of our approach. 

I also visit the British cemetery where there are plaques 
for every serviceman killed in Afghanistan. 

I finish my short visit with renewed admiration for the 
courage, bravery and professionalism of our armed forces. 
Also, an even stronger belief that we have to see this 
through. 

If we and the 43 other nations were to leave tomorrow, 
before the Afghan forces have sufficient strength, I have 
no doubt what would happen - the Taliban would return 
and we would see the re-emergence of the Al-Qaeda 
capability targeting this country and others and a massive 
flow of refugees across the border into Pakistan, further 
destabilising that country which is where I’m headed next. 
During my visit to Afghanistan I also saw a detention 
facility where Taliban prisoners are held. Detention is 
necessary to protect our troops and help us get 
information to thwart the indiscriminate planting of 
improvised explosive devices. 

Wednesday, February 3 

I spend the day in Islamabad meeting ministers and the 
military. The security challenge we face has to look at 
Afghanistan and Pakistan together. 

I depart with my view reinforced of the need for our 
presence in Afghanistan for the present. It’s because of 
Pakistan. This country’s population will increase by 50 per 
cent, it has insufficient economic growth and immature 
political structures. It faces the challenge of violent 
extremism and it possesses nuclear weapons. 

The last thing Pakistan needs is Afghanistan reluming to 
the Taliban and destabilising it further. That’s in Pakistan’s 
interest and ours as well. 

Thursday, February 4 _ 

I fly back to London and straight back to a House of 
Commons reception I’ve organised for Harlow trade 
unionists and others. 

The only problem is when we finish at 10pm my body is 
still on Pakistan time - 3am! 
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Burglar with 27 previous convictions is jailed 


A THIEF who burgled a house while under 
the influence of drink and drugs has been 
jailed for two years. 

Matthew Daly (19), who comes from 
Harlow but whose address was given as no 
fixed abode, and an accomplice were caught 
red-handed in the lounge of the property on 
July 13 last year by homeowner Derek 
Woods. 

Daly pleaded guilty to the burglary when 
he appeared at Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Friday The court was told he had no money 
to make compensation payments to the dev¬ 
astated homeowners, who lost jewellery of 
great sentimental value. 

Fynne Shirley, prosecuting, said Mr 
Woods returned home to find his house in 


Chigwell had been ransacked and saw two 
men running away through the back garden. 

He gave chase and managed to grab Daly, 
although his accomplice escaped. In the 
ensuing struggle, the defendant wriggled 
free but dropped bags containing various 
items. 

He was later arrested after his fingerprints 
were found at the scene. 

Ms Shirley, prosecuting, said among the 
items that were taken were pieces of jew¬ 
ellery which had been collected from all 
around the world. 

She said the total value of the goods stolen 
by the thieves - who had used a ladder to gain 
access through a window - was £2,500. 

Keith Betts, representing Daly, said in mit¬ 


igation his client had started taking drugs 
after being admitted to a children’s home 
when he was 14. 

The court heard Daly had committed 27 
previous convictions. 

Passing sentence, Judge David Turner told 
him: “You took a toxic combination of 
brandy and cocaine. I would dearly loved to 
have awarded compensation but circum¬ 
stances don’t allow it.” 

The judge declined to follow the recom¬ 
mendation of a pre-sentence report suggest¬ 
ing a community penalty, adding: “This was 
a frightening and distressing for the couple. 

“You have 27 convictions for 46 offences; 
you knew precisely what the consequences 
would be.” 


Budget cuts 'will 
bring only misery' 


CONSERVATIVE spend¬ 
ing plans will bring “noth¬ 
ing but misery” to resi¬ 
dents of Harlow, accord¬ 
ing to opposition council¬ 
lors. 

The Tories’ budget propos¬ 
als - which include a council 
tax freeze, 14 redundancies, 
cuts in grants to voluntary 
services and a number of serv¬ 
ice cutbacks - were rubber- 
stamped at a full council 
meeting on Thursday. 

Council leader Councillor 
Andrew Johnson said it would 
ease the strain on the family budg¬ 
et. But Fiberal Democrat council-

lors criticised the proposals, 
claiming voluntary organisations 
would struggle to stay afloat and 
blasting new charges for services 
as “stealth taxes”. 

They proposed reinstating block 
cleansing and free bulk waste col¬ 
lections, abolishing charges for 
pest control and keeping the Town 
Show in council hands. 

They also argued for increases 
to the grant aid budget and fund¬ 
ing to Harlow Welfare Rights & 
Advice, while calling for car park¬ 
ing charges in Bush Fair, The 
Stow and Old Harlow to be 
scrapped. 



To pay for the measures, they 
said £337,000 could be saved 
annually by closing the Civic 
Centre for four nights each week 
and scrapping vacant posts with¬ 
in the council’s planning and 
regeneration departments. 

Fib Dem group leader Chris 
Millington said: “The voluntary 
sector is the lifeblood of this 
town and the Tories say they 
support them, but once again we 
see cuts. 

“Where this cut falls is still 
unknown so these organisations 
cannot budget for the year 
ahead. Cutting free bulk waste 
services will only result in more 
fly-tipping and the Town Show 
is an important for the image of 
the town.” 

Fabour’s alternative budget 
also included reinstating free car 
parking from June, council sup¬ 
port for the Town Show, free 
bulk waste collection and free 
pest control. 

The group proposed making 
one-off payments to the grants 
panel, HWRA and the Aneurin 
Bevan Centre to delay the intro¬ 


duction of hire fees. 

Savings would be found by 
cutting the cost of the council’s 
new waste contract, limiting the 
use of consultants and reducing 
the chairman’s allowance. 

Fabour leader Mark 
Wilkinson told the meeting: 
“The pain that Harlow’s Conse¬ 
rvative council has caused since 
they came to power is plain to 
see and there is a visual 
reminder on every doorstep in 
the shape of an expensive and 
almost universally unpopular 
wheelie bin. 

“The Conservatives now con¬ 
jure up a zero per cent council 
tax increase and what do they 
offer in return? Nothing, except 
perhaps more misery.” 

Mr Johnson responded by 
describing Fabour plans, which 
would see some costs met by 
dipping into council reserves, as 
a “maiiana budget” that would 
leave the town bankrupt. 

Both the Fiberal Democrat 
and Fabour amendments were 
voted down by the Conserv¬ 
atives.

THE widow of a solicitor who 
died at Princess Alexandra Hosp¬ 
ital after being admitted with res¬ 
piratory failure has been award¬ 
ed an undisclosed six-figure sum 
in settlement of a claim for med¬ 
ical negligence. 

The High Court in London heard that 
Peter Wells (59), of Coopersale Comm¬ 
on, Epping, died from what was 
described as a “reversible and treatable 
condition”. 

Mr Wells suffered from the inherited dis¬ 
order osteogenesis imperfecta, a brittle bone 
condition which left him wheelchair-bound 
and subject to recurrent fractures. 

Despite this condition he was described 
as being in good health prior to November 
2005 when he visited his doctor complain¬ 
ing of a persistent dry cough. 

Then, in December of that year, he was 
admitted to the Harlow hospital with respi¬ 
ratory failure. But medics failed to intubate 
Mr Wells, a procedure that lawyers acting 
on behalf of his 
widow, Crystal, arg¬ 
ued would have 
saved his life and 
put him on the road 
to a full recovery. 

Admitting the 
hospital’s liability 
for his death, bar¬ 
rister Neil Sheldon 
offered the PAH 
NHS Trust’s condo¬ 
lences to Mr Wells’ 
widow and their 
young son, Matt¬ 
hew. 

He told the court: 

“He was not given 
the treatment he 
was entitled to 
expect and that is a 
matter of profound 
regret to all 
involved. 

“We wish to 
offer our sincere 
condolences to Mrs 
Wells. I wish her 
and her son the 
very best for the 
future.” 

The court heard 
Mr Wells had been 
in private practice 
as a solicitor for a 
number of years 
and was also well- 
known for his work 
in the community. 

In 1998 he was 
voted Epping For¬ 
est District Coun¬ 
cil’s Citizen of the 
Year. 

Mrs Wells wept 
in the public gallery 
as she listened to 
the judge pay trib¬ 
ute to her late hus¬ 
band’s work. 

“I have no hesi¬ 
tation in approving 
the settlement,” he 
told her. 

“I have read the 
papers and I have 
been immensely im¬ 
pressed by tributes 
that were paid to 
your husband. He 
was rightly descri¬ 
bed as a truly 
remarkable man.” 


Child obesity in Harlow 
is highest in the region 


SHOCKING figures have reve¬ 
aled Harlow has the highest levels 
of child obesity in the east of 
England. 

According to statistics released 
by the National Child Measure¬ 
ment Programme, over a fifth of 
the town’s Year Six pupils and 11 
per cent of children at reception 
age are obese. 

Neighbouring areas have con¬ 
siderably lower obesity rates, with 
14 per cent of 10-year-olds in East 
Herts classified as obese and 17.8 
per cent in Epping Forest. 

The research was carried out by 
NHS staff, who visited schools 
across the region to weigh and 
measure almost 90 per cent of 10- 
year-olds. 

Conservative Parliamentary 
candidate Robert Halfon was so 


concerned by the figures he has 
pledged to write to local health 
chiefs to demand assurances the 
problem is being taken seriously. 

“I was shocked and disappoint¬ 
ed to read these figures about chil¬ 
dren in Harlow and I will be writ¬ 
ing to NHS West Essex to ask why 
the figures for Harlow are so high 
and what is being done to address 
the issue. 

“Somewhere the message about 
healthy eating and exercise just 
isn't getting through to the chil¬ 
dren - and their parents - and we 
need to do something about it.” 

The Change4Life roadshow - a 
high-profile NHS campaign tack¬ 
ling the growing problem of child¬ 
hood obesity head-on - will visit 
Harlow’s Water Gardens complex 
on Saturday.

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Hawks saved 
from oblivion 


A RESCUE package to save 
Harlow Town FC from the 
brink of financial oblivion 
was revealed by MP Bill Ram- 
mell on Saturday. 

Platinum Sports Management, 
an agency which looks after the 
interests of professional sports 
players, was officially unveiled as 
the new owner of the cash-crippled 
Ryman League club. 

Former Hawks boss Tommy 
Cunningham, one of the partners in 
the business, spearheaded the compa¬ 
ny’s rescue package. 

His business partner, John Barnett, 
is the new club chairman while Mr 
Cunningham will become a director 
with responsibility for overseeing a 
complete overhaul to cut costs. 

Former club chairman Jeff 
Bothwell has handed over his 36 per 
cent stake in the club to PSM. Mr 
Bothwell’s son David has transferred 
his eight per cent share and Carol 
Bothwell has handed over the remain-

ing 46 per cent. 

In turn, the company has taken on 
the club’s debts which are £189,000, 
according to the Company Voluntary 
Agreement agreed in September when 
HTFC staved off a winding-up order. 

At least £60,000 is thought to be 
owed to Harlow Council, while the 
other main creditors are Barclays Bank 
and brewers Carlsberg-Tetley. 

PSM has agreed to pay off these 
creditors and is determined to keep the 
club in the Ryman League. The side is 
currently 15 points from safety with 16 
games left. 

Announcing the takeover deal prior 
to Saturday’s home game against 
league leaders Lowestoft Town, Mr 
Rammell said: “I am delighted that 
after months of hard work we have 
been able to make a deal which suits 
all partners and most importantly will 
give Harlow Town a fighting chance 
for the future. 

“Following the CVA, I was 
determined to stop Harlow Town 
FC from going into liquidation. 
As a result of this deal I look for¬ 
ward to seeing the team win 
many more games at Barrows 
Farm in the future.” 

Mr Bothwell said: “I am 
delighted to have reached an 
agreement with Tommy Cunn¬ 
ingham and his associates. This I 
believe to be in the very best inter¬ 
est of Harlow Town Football 
Club. 

“I have always had a good 
relationship with Tommy and I 
am positive this will continue,” 
said Mr Bothwell. “My honest 
belief is this transaction is both 
exciting and a positive move for 
our beloved football club.” 

Mr Cunningham is convinced 
the club can not only stave off rel¬ 
egation to the Essex Senior 
League but, more importantly, 
ensure the town retains a top- 
grade non-League football stadi¬ 
um. 

“Throughout negotiations it 
was clear that we all had the com¬ 
mon aim of keeping Harlow 
Town FC playing and winning in 
the town,” he said. 

“I look forward to working 
with Bill Rammell, Harlow 
Council, the Sports Trust and the 
team and staff at the club in new 
and exciting times for Harlow 
Town FC.”

In a statement, Mrs Bothwell 
said: "I have always worked 
hard in the best interests of 
the club and this week's 
agreement is no different. I 
am very pleased my ex- 
husband has agreed to this 
deal. 

"I have every confidence 
that Tommy Cunningham and 
Platinum Sports Management 
will ensure that Harlow Town 
FC thrives in the future." 

Mr Ray, who made the trek 
from his Isle of Wight home 
for Saturday's game, said: 
"This is a huge step forward 
for the club. Working with 
Tommy Cunningham in a 
chairman/manager 
relationship in the past 
proved so positive that I 
have no doubt that his return 
will benefit the club 
enormously." 

Pat Hay, chairman of the 
Harlow & District Sports 
Trust, added: "I am pleased 
that a deal has been made 
and I'm delighted that the 
local stadium will remain up 
and running for the whole 
community." 


Chairman: We have got lots to do 


FEARS over the very existence of the Harlow 
Town FC’s Barrows Farm stadium prompted 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell and Harlow Council 
chiefs to instigate a rescue deal. 

Saturday’s announcement that Platinum Sports 
Management are the new owners brings to an 
end nine months of turmoil at the Ryman 
League club, which faced a winding-up order 
in the summer after chairman Simon Morgan 
quit as debts spiralled out of control. 

The stadium was built in 2006 with cash from 
the sale of the club’s old Sportcentre home as 
part of the Gateway Project. But the 
combination of being outside the town centre 
and meeting vastly-increased stadium-running 
costs plunged the club into financial 
difficulties. 

Mr Rammell brokered the deal to save the club 
during intensive talks with majority 
shareholder Jeff Bothwell and his estranged 
partner Carol Bothwell, who was appointed as 
chairman and chief executive in July. These 


have also involved Harlow Council and the 
Harlow & District Sports Trust. 

At Saturday’s press conference, Mr Rammell 
said: “I have long fought for Harlow Town FC. 
I was determined it should not fold. I think we 
have now got a very bright future.” 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said: “This is 
one of the best grounds in Essex. As a 
community asset the town needs a football 
club that is financially viable and it needs 
money behind it. I congratulate the new 
owners and welcome them to the town. 

“The council will continue to work with the 
club and its new owners in the interests of the 
town and wishes the new owners and the team 
success for the future.” 

New club chairman John Barnett added: “We 
have a lot to do. If we have to make changes 
we will but it will be for the better. We are 
going to do our best. It may take a little bit 
longer but we will get there.”

Three-point plan to 
reduce heart disease 


PEOPLE are being urged to 
wear the colour red next week 
in celebration of healthy 
hearts. 

February is National Heart Month 
and next Friday (February 26) has 
been designated as the Wear Red 
for Heart day by the British Heart 
Foundation. 

Heart disease is the biggest single killer 
of people in the UK with someone 
having a heart attack every two minutes. 
Nearly three million people have heart 
disease which restricts lifestyle and, in 
many cases, is severely disabling. Yet it 
is estimated that 42,000 deaths from 
heart disease could be prevented every 
year. 

Jill Troup, head of cardiology at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra Hospital, 
said: “We see and treat so many people 
here at PAH whose whole life is

changed by the onset of heart disease. 
“Many of them have to undergo major 
life-saving surgery and all of them have 
to face up to changing their lifestyles to 



survive. But, with the help of our 
specialist nurses, dietitians and 
physiotherapist, many of our patients 
gain a new lease of life by following a 


routine which offers them hope for the 
future. 

“It is a routine which if more people 
followed it as a second nature would 
mean far less heart disease.” 

Three key steps for a healthier heart 
are: 

• DON’T SMOKE. Smoking is the 
main cause of coronary heart disease 
and kicking the habit is the biggest 
single stop you can take to reduce the 
risk of harming your heart. 

• EAT HEALTHILY. It doesn’t mean 
going on radical diets but does mean 
cutting down on the intake of salt and 
foods which are particularly fatty. 

• BE MORE ACTIVE. Any exercise, 
including 30 minutes of walking, can 
lower blood pressure, reduce weight and 
cut cholesterol levels.

THE mere thought of tucking 
into a nice juicy bone is 
enough to get most dogs 
salivating, but not Alsatian- 
Collie cross Joey. 

In fact, poor old Joey can’t even look 
forward to chasing the 
neighbourhood cat or wolfing 
down a tin of meaty dog food 
because he’s allergic to almost 
everything.

Joey’s owners - Lisa McCormack 
and Scott Muirhead, from Hamilton 
in Scotland - can’t even risk taking 
him out on long walks through 
grassy fields or let him enjoy a dip 
in the river. 


Mr Muirhead told reporters: ‘Joey was 
constantly breaking out in boils and sores 
and we were scratching our heads over 
why. He can’t even chase a cat or he’ll 
break out in a rash. We couldn’t believe it.” 
After a year of expensive trips to the vet, 
Joey’s owners forked out for a special 
blood test to check for allergies. “The 
results said it all and our local vet was 
baffled,” said Mr Muirhead. “They had 
never seen anything like it in a dog 
before.” 

The results showed the only foods Joey 
was not allergic to included potatoes, 
barley and oats. But his owners now hope 
a new type of antibiotic and specialised 
dog food will give long-suffering Joey a 
new lease of life. 

Mrs McCormack explained: “He’s coming 
around all right now and his skin condition 
is improving. We hope it continues and he 
can live life like a normal dog.”

IF you’ve gone to all the 
trouble and effort of 
doing up your home then 
the first thing you’ll want 
to do is welcome some 
guests to take a look 
around. 

So when the property in 
question is not just one 
builidng but an entire new 
town centre, then the guests 
need to be just a little bit 
special. 

When The High - the country’s 
first pedestrianised shopping area 
- was built in the 1950s to 
replace The Stow as Harlow’s 
number one shopping destination, 
the guests of honour were very 
special indeed - The Queen and 
the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Her Majesty and His Royal 
Highness visited the town in 
October 1957 and were greeted 
by a sea of smiling faces and 
flapping flags. 

The Royal couple were 
chaperoned around The High and 
shown around Moot House by Sir 
Richard Co stain, chairman of the 
Harlow development Corporation, 
but we are not totally sure of the 
reason for the visit or what else 
they saw. 

No doubt they gave the gleaming 
new town centre the Royal seal of 
approval.

Plan for plastic windows 

If Harlow Council decides to replace 
timber windows with PVC in all its 
housing stock it could mean 30 years 
work for a factory in the town. A report 
suggested the council could set up its 
own plant to produce new windows for 
4,000 homes a year.

Tories spurned the chance 
to give us something back 


People's views change 

SIR, I feel I have to write and take Nick 
Gunning and Mike Danvers to task over their 
nasty personal letters attacking councillor 
Linda Pairing ( Letters , February 11). 

Neither of them knows what Linda does and 
has done for her residents in Netteswell. As 
her ward colleague in Netteswell, I do.

As for their principled stance, did they ask for 
Derek Eardley and John Hocking to stand 
down when they left the Liberal Democrats to 
join Labour? Did they ask Loma Spenceley to 
resign when she left Harlow to move to Ely? 
Did they demand of Labour nationally that 
MPs Quentin Davies and Shaun Woodward 
stand down when they joined the Labour Party 
from the Conservatives? I suspect the answer 
was no to all these questions. 

If a zero council tax rise is trying to buy the 
election, why did the Labour group’s 
amendment on Thursday only try to change 
0.24 per centof the £42m council budget for 
next year? Why did Labour not recommend 
raising it by that 0.24%? The fact is, 
Conservatives try to reduce the tax burden 
while Labour try to raise it as high as they can 
get away with! 

And if the jump from Liberal Democrat to 
Conservative is so big, why was the Liberal 
Democrat budget amendment only 0.8 per cent 
of the council budget? Sounds to me like they 
agree 99.2 per cent with the Conservatives.

Move will backfire 

SIR, I read with interest Nick Gunning’s letter 
about Linda Pairing. 

Firstly to the specific questions at the end of 
his letter as to whether Councillor Pairing 
stands for privatising the Town Show, cutting 
environmental services, increasing service 
charges, removing support for organisations 
which help the old and vulnerable, the answer 
is yes. Her public initiation as a Tory 
councillor was to stand at last week’s council 
budget meeting and read out a carefully 
prepared statement saying just that.

was the comment from leader Andrew 
Johnson on the council website stating that it

why hidden in the budget detail is the 
proposal to close Aelfeva House at The 
Briars and return it to general needs housing.

History in the making

point that Harlow does not have a rich heritage 
to preserve (. Letters , February 4). 

It would seem he has not visited the east side 
of our town. Here in Old Harlow the restaurant 
in Fore Street goes back to the 15th century 
and Market Street has buildings from late 
mediaeval onwards. 

Ground floors are concealed by shop fronts but 
the High Street has buildings of some 
antiquity. Mulberry Green’s oldest building is 
17th century while buildings in Churchgate 
Street date back to the early 16th century 
There are also ancient churches, the Romano- 
British Temple and Harlowbury. 

“New” Harlow was the first realisation of the 
ideals of post-war construction. Some of its 
features have proved unsatisfactory but, as the 
pioneer of the new town concept, most of 
“new” Harlow is itself history.

Drugs firm shake-up 
could cost 1,000 jobs

firm seems to have completely 
forgotten about the hundreds of 
ancillary staff employed here. 

“Without the hard work we 
put in the site could not even 
function. The company’s attitude 
towards us is just plain insult¬ 
ing.” 

Another said that while scien¬ 
tists and researchers employed 
directly by GSK were offered 
attractive redundancy packages, 
ancillary staff had been “thrown 
to the gutter”. 

“The way we’ve been treated 
is disgusting,” he said. “The 
firm is happy to throw us to the 
gutter while the scientists have 
either been offered decent 
redundancy packages or rede¬ 
ployed. 

“This is going to be devastat¬ 
ing for Harlow’s economy. There 
will be another 1,000 people 
waiting in line at the Jobcentre. 


“This is another case of a big 
firm putting profits ahead of 
people, something that is 
becoming worryingly common¬ 
place in the pharmaceuticals 
industry.” 

A GSK spokeswoman this 
week confirmed the company 
was looking to “downsize” its 
Harlow operation but declined 
to comment on speculation over 
the total number of staff facing 
redundancy. 

“Although there are proposals 
to downsize the Harlow site, we 
are by no means saying that 
Glaxo Smithkline is pulling out 
of the town,” she said. 

“With regards to redundan¬ 
cies, I can say that total job loss¬ 
es across our UK sites are likely 
to run into the hundreds. 

“This figure does not factor in 
the number of ancillary staff not 
directly employed by GSK who 
may also be affected by the pro¬ 
posals.” 


Breast cancer unit now 
one of best performers 


THE breast cancer unit at St 
Margaret’s Hospital in Epping 
has been given a clean bill of 
health by NHS inspectors as it 
prepares to serve the needs of a 
new group of women who will 
soon be eligible for breast 
screening. 

The Breast Unit was recently 
inspected by the East of England 
Breast Cancer Screening Quality 
Assurance team, who rated it as 
one of the best performing units 
in the region. 

The resurgence of the facility 
sits in sharp contrast to its poor 
performance five years ago, 
when it was closed down for 12 
months following a damning 
report from the same agency. 

Its closure resulted in a huge 
backlog of women waiting for 


their three yearly mammograms, 
but the service now sees 72 per 
cent of the 36,000 eligible 
females in west Essex take up the 
invitation for the routine screen¬ 
ing. 

Unit manager Janet Skeys 
said: “Any woman with breast 
symptoms who are referred to 
the unit by their GPs is seen 
within two weeks while our 
breast screening service is now 
performing at full strength as we 
gear ourselves up for a lot more 
work. 

“In the next 12 months we will 
be expanding the service as the 
age group for eligible women for 
breast screening is being 
‘stretched’ from the ages of 47 to 
73 which will increase our work¬ 
load by 41 per cent.” 


Death of market stalwart 


A STALLHOLDER and former 
chairman of Harlow Market 
Traders Association has died at 
the age of 87. 

John Bowers and his wife, 
Elsie, were popular stallholders 
at Harlow’s town centre market 
from 1961 and 1985. 

They ran a flower, fruit and 
vegetable stall situated near the 
Post Office. 

During Mr Bowers’ tenure as 
association chairman the market 


thrived with around 100 stall¬ 
holders. 

During the Second World 
War he served with the 1st 
British Infantry Division in 
North Africa and Sicily and was 
among the first Allied troops to 
arrive in Rome and Florence. 

Both Mr and Mrs Bowers 
were life-long Labour Party 
members and supporters. 

He passed away on Wednes¬ 
day, February 3.

THERE is life after death in Peter 
Jackson’s visually stunning 
interpretation of the bestseller by 
Alice Sebold, which proves to be 
one adaptation too far for the 
Oscar-winning director of The Lord 
Of The Rings trilogy and King Kong.

In doing so, the girl’s tortured spirit 
can attain lasting peace, along with 
the murderer’s other victims. 

On her way home from school in 
early December 1973, Susie Salmon 
(Saoirse Ronan) is lured to her 
death by neighbour George Harvey 
(Stanley Tucci), who dismembers 
the girl and hides her remains in a 
cast iron safe in his basement. 
Detective Len Fenerman (Michael 
Imperioli) and his colleagues never 
find Susie, just her woollen hat in a

cornfield and traces of the girl's 
blood. The teenager's father, Jack 
(Mark Wahlberg), mother Abigail 
(Rachel Weisz) and booze-soaked 
grandmother Lynn (Susan 
Sarandon) are denied a chance to 
bury the child. 

Jack sacrifices his marriage to 
embark on a tireless campaign to 
track down his daughter's killer, but 
there is no evidence, and the police 
grow tired of his theories. 

Classmate Ruth Conners (Carolyn 
Dando) is touched by Susie's spirit 
and could perhaps provide that vital 
link between life and death. 
Meanwhile, George watches the 
Salmons closely from his home 
across the street, fixating on Susie's 
sister, Lindsey (Rose Mclver). 
Jackson's screenplay, co-written 
with wife Fran Walsh and Philippa 
Boyens, is caught in its own limbo, 


unable to bridge the narrative divide 
between the corporeal and ethereal 
planes where the story unfolds. 

A miasma of computer-generated 
special effects in the otherworldly 
sections, courtesy of the digital 
wizards at WETA, is distracting and 
we yearn for a speedy return to the 
drabness of reality. 

The Lovely Bones is also 
hamstrung by Wahlberg's inability 
to convey a single genuine 
emotion. He wrings crocodile tears 
in vain and tries to make us care 
about his patriarch's quest for 
vengeance. 

On terra firma, we latch onto 
Mclver, who breaks into George's 
house to seek clues just as he 
returns home in the film's nerve- 
shredding, standout sequence. 

We are equally mesmerised by 
Tucci, who inhabits his role 
completely, and feel a chill down 
the back of our spines every time 
his soulless eyes bore into the 
camera.

I f you want to get ahead in 
the car business, small is 
the biggest game in town. 
Superminis, compact 
hatchbacks, call them what 
you want; the small car sector 
is the one to be in. 

The trade off is that there’s 
little in the way of genuine 
variety. Style-wise there’s 
much to differentiate one 
supermini from the next, but 
at the end of the day you're 
still driving a supermini. 

And if you want a small car 
with a bit of attitude or go- 
anywhere ability it’s a case of 
getting something bigger. 
Which is why cars like 
Suzuki’s SX4 have managed to 
carve out a successful niche 
for themselves. Presenting a 
noticeably more rugged face to 
the world while managing to 
retain the same footprint as a 
conventional supermini, the 


SX4s of this world offer some¬ 
thing a little different. 

The SX4 is, if you like, a cross 
between a small hatchback 
and a mini SUV. All the tell¬ 
tale clues are present: the high 
roofline, raised driving 
position, chunky styling and 
all-wheel drive. This latter 
feature might only present on 
one variant, but for anyone 
with a need for such it sure 
beats having to manhandle 
something larger on country 
lanes. 

First let’s consider the front- 
wheel drive SX4 which is more 
than just a soft-roader for the 


city. The raised driving 
position, lofty stance and 
spacious cabin all make 
perfect sense in the city where 
visibility is often at a 
premium and getting down 
into and up out of a regular 
car can be a chore - and a 
genuine pain for some. 

With the ease of use box 
ticked, next consider the car’s 
performance. There’s a 
straight-forward choice 
between a thoroughly revised 
120 horsepower 1.6-petrol unit 
and a 90 horsepower 1.6-litre 
diesel. If you plan on racking 
up the miles, the diesel 


probably the better option. 

For more urban-centric 
motoring the petrol unit is an 
excellent all-rounder. 

Improved performance, 
economy and refinement have 
made it a more rounded 
proposition now, and it’s also 
the engine used in the all¬ 
wheel drive SX4. 

Now, this might appear like 
overkill, but there’s a lot to be 
said for all-weather ability. You 
don’t have to be stuck in snow 
to reap the benefit, as even 
wet, leaf-strewn roads have the 
potential to cause a problem. 
Also, if you happen to live or 


travel in rural areas, 
something small and 
economical like the SX4 can 
make more sense than a bulky, 
traditional 4x4. 

And the SX4 in all-wheel drive 
SZ5 trim is so easy to live 
with. A simple rocker switch 
activates the 4x4 mode, giving 
you the option of on-demand 
all-wheel drive when you lose 
traction, full 4x4 lock and a 
front-drive mode. 

A genuinely versatile, 
practical and easy to drive car, 
Suzuki’s SX4 might appear to 
be a left-field choice in the 
supermini sector, but the more 
you examine it the more it 
makes sense. You don’t need to 
live at the top of a mountain to 
make the most of it, while it 
feels just at home on the 
motorway as it does bounding 
along muddy country paths. 

By way of a deal-breaker, for 
2010 Suzuki has spruced up the 
car’s interior, improved 
equipment levels and polished 
the car's exterior by way of 
more colour-coded trim. 

For the asking price, this is a 
small car the genuinely 
punches above its weight.

T HE burgeoningcitycar 
market could be a happy 
hunting ground for 
Chevrolet and its Spark. 
Having wowed motor show crowds 
with its hydrogen fuel cell-powered 
Volt, Chevrolet’s attempt to grab a 
piece of the citycar action is called 
the Spark. 

Don’t expect too much by way of 
ground-breaking design or next- 
generation propulsion systems 
though. The Spark is far more 
traditional in its approach than its 
electrically charged colleague, the 
key advantage being that you can 
actually buy one. 

Chevrolet’s efforts to grow its 
profile in the UK market were 
hindered from the outset by its 
reliance on ex-Daewoo models. 
Trying to make the best of a cheap 
and not particularly cheerful model 
range that had already been 
intensively marketed proved 
challenging. Where the famous 
American brand has been able to 
put its own stamp on its products, 
the signs have been much more 
encouraging. The Captiva 4x4 and 
Cruze saloon both have something 
to be said for them and the Spark, a 
compact citycar with MPV 
tendencies that replaces the long- 
serving Matiz, is another model for 


which there are high hopes. 

Spark customers don’t get any 
pricey diesel options but they do 
have a couple of small petrol 
engines to choose from. The 1.0-litre 
unit develops 67bhp, and for more 
urgent performance there’s an 
80bhp 1.2-litre. These are modern 
powerplants with alloy cylinder 
heads, double overhead camshafts 
and four valves per cylinder. A 
multi-port fuel injection system 
works to optimise the combustion 
process, getting the maximum for 
each drop of unleaded. A five-speed 
manual gearbox comes as standard 
on all the Spark models. 

The Spark is clearly designed for 
travel through the modern urban 
landscape with all its restrictions 
on available space. 

It is 3.64m long and 1.597m wide, so 
it’s less dinky than committed 
citycars like the smart fortwo or 
Toyota iQ, but on a par with other 
models like the Ford Ka and 
Citroen Cl, which still attempt to 
offer a realistic four-person 
capacity with a usable boot. 

There’s a definite MPV aspect to 
the Spark’s shape, with its flat sides 
and high roofline helping to make 
even more of the space available. 


It’s far from frumpy though, with 
huge headlights, a narrow glass 
area and a deep front bumper that 
curves around the car’s nose, 
blending with the bulbous wheel 
arches. A jagged ‘lightning bolt’ 
line cut into the flank is the 
signature styling feature. 

The cabin area has some engaging 
features, like the instrument 
cluster that sits on top of the 
steering column, which takes its 
design inspiration from that of a 
motorcycle. 


Top-class safety credentials are a 
difficult thing to achieve in a small 
car, but the Spark’s designers used 
a number of clever methods to get 
the results they were looking for. 
Various crumple zones have been 
incorporated into the design, 
there’s a pedal retraction system to 
safeguard the feet of the driver in a 
front-end collision and an array of 
safety equipment includes six 
airbags. 

The growth in the citycar sector 
has been fuelled in part by 


motorists downsizing out of larger 
vehicles in a bid to reduce their 
costs. This means that there’s a 
growing expectation for small cars 
to be as well-equipped as larger 
ones and Chevrolet appears to have 
taken this on board. The entry-leva 
Spark is clearly there to achieve an 
enticing opening price point and 
offers little more than the basics. 
The Spark + is likely to be more 
popular with air-conditioning, 
electric windows, central locking 
and a USB port for the four-speaker 
stereo, all for a modest price 
increase. 

The LS grade is the next step up 
with body-coloured exterior 
appendages, a rear spoiler, front fog 
lights and remote central locking. 
Then comes the LS + which adds 
alloy wheels, a trip computer and 
yet more styling accessories. The 
range-topping LT is still under 
£10,000 and has a full bodykit, 
climate control and more extras to 
enhance the look and feel. These 
higher-spec Sparks really are well 
equipped by citycar standards and 
there are still options including 
rear parking sensors and ESP 
stability control to consider. 

Small and economical looks like 
being the prevailing mantra for the 
car market and the Chevrolet Sparl 
should be in with a shout.

the Spark fly? 


T HE burgeoningcitycar 
market could be a happy 
hunting ground for 
Chevrolet and its Spark. 
Having wowed motor show crowds 
with its hydrogen fuel cell-powered 
Volt, Chevrolet’s attempt to grab a 
piece of the citycar action is called 
the Spark. 

Don’t expect too much by way of 
ground-breaking design or next- 
generation propulsion systems 
though. The Spark is far more 
traditional in its approach than its 
electrically charged colleague, the 
key advantage being that you can 
actually buy one. 

Chevrolet’s efforts to grow its 
profile in the UK market were 
hindered from the outset by its 
reliance on ex-Daewoo models. 
Trying to make the best of a cheap 
and not particularly cheerful model 
range that had already been 
intensively marketed proved 
challenging. Where the famous 
American brand has been able to 
put its own stamp on its products, 
the signs have been much more 
encouraging. The Captiva 4x4 and 
Cruze saloon both have something 
to be said for them and the Spark, a 
compact citycar with MPV 
tendencies that replaces the long- 
serving Matiz, is another model for

which there are high hopes. 

Spark customers don’t get any 
pricey diesel options but they do 
have a couple of small petrol 
engines to choose from. The 1.0-litre 
unit develops 67bhp, and for more 
urgent performance there’s an 
80bhp 1.2-litre. These are modern 
powerplants with alloy cylinder 
heads, double overhead camshafts 
and four valves per cylinder. A 
multi-port fuel injection system 
works to optimise the combustion 
process, getting the maximum for 
each drop of unleaded. A five-speed 
manual gearbox comes as standard 
on all the Spark models. 

The Spark is clearly designed for 
travel through the modern urban 
landscape with all its restrictions 
on available space. 

It is 3.64m long and 1.597m wide, so 
it’s less dinky than committed 
citycars like the smart fortwo or 
Toyota iQ, but on a par with other 
models like the Ford Ka and 
Citroen Cl, which still attempt to 
offer a realistic four-person 
capacity with a usable boot. 

There’s a definite MPV aspect to 
the Spark’s shape, with its flat sides 
and high roofline helping to make 
even more of the space available. 


It’s far from frumpy though, with 
huge headlights, a narrow glass 
area and a deep front bumper that 
curves around the car’s nose, 
blending with the bulbous wheel 
arches. A jagged ‘lightning bolt’ 
line cut into the flank is the 
signature styling feature. 

The cabin area has some engaging 
features, like the instrument 
cluster that sits on top of the 
steering column, which takes its 
design inspiration from that of a 
motorcycle. 


Top-class safety credentials are a 
difficult thing to achieve in a small 
car, but the Spark’s designers used 
a number of clever methods to get 
the results they were looking for. 
Various crumple zones have been 
incorporated into the design, 
there’s a pedal retraction system to 
safeguard the feet of the driver in a 
front-end collision and an array of 
safety equipment includes six 
airbags. 

The growth in the citycar sector 
has been fuelled in part by

motorists downsizing out of larger 
vehicles in a bid to reduce their 
costs. This means that there’s a 
growing expectation for small cars 
to be as well-equipped as larger 
ones and Chevrolet appears to have 
taken this on board. The entry-level 
Spark is clearly there to achieve an 
enticing opening price point and 
offers little more than the basics. 
The Spark + is likely to be more 
popular with air-conditioning, 
electric windows, central locking 
and a USB port for the four-speaker 
stereo, all for a modest price 
increase. 

The LS grade is the next step up 
with body-coloured exterior 
appendages, a rear spoiler, front fog 
lights and remote central locking. 
Then comes the LS + which adds 
alloy wheels, a trip computer and 
yet more styling accessories. The 
range-topping LT is still under 
£10,000 and has a full bodykit, 
climate control and more extras to 
enhance the look and feel. These 
higher-spec Sparks really are well 
equipped by citycar standards and 
there are still options including 
rear parking sensors and ESP 
stability control to consider. 

Small and economical looks like 
being the prevailing mantra for the 
car market and the Chevrolet Spark 
should be in with a shout.

Astra shrouds a body that’s not 
only 43 per cent stiffer than before 
but also significantly larger. 
Starting at the front, there’s a 
dashboard that disgraces those of 
some compact executive BMW 3 
Series-class cars along with 
features like the elegance of the 
dashboard design and little touches 
like the smart chromed rings 
around the dials and switches.

As for that increase in size, you 
notice it most back here on the rear 
seat.

It’s possible to get the 1.6 16v Turbo 
engine in sporty SRi or plush SE 
trim.

This 1.6-litre Turbo model further 
underlines the fact that this Astra 
must now be taken more seriously 
than ever before. It’s good to drive 
and great to ride in, with a large, 
classy cabin that will sell this car to 
many, the standard having been 
raised far beyond what we’ve seen 
from Vauxhall in the past.

Meet the winter games supremo who taught 
boxing favourite Frank Bruno how to ski! 




By ALAN SCOTT 


THE man who taught boxing legend 
Frank Bruno to ski will be keeping his 
eyes firmly peeled on the Winter 
Olympics and Paralympics over the next 
month - and is tipping Great Britain to 
come home with a couple of medals! 

Graham Peacock (77), of Burnett Park, 
Harlow, was made life vice-president of the 
British Paralympic Association (BPA) towards 
the end of last year. 

He assumed the top title of Secretary General at 
the BPA for the Turin Winter Paralympics in 2006. 

Having spearheaded the British Disabled Skiing 
team’s efforts at various Winter Paralympics since 
France 1992, the GB team’s efforts will be Peacock’s 
main focus over the next month. 

But of all his fantastic memories, 
the experience of teaching Bruno 
to ski at the now defunct 
Harlow Ski Slope is one 
Peacock recalls with fond¬ 
ness. 

Former World 

Heavyweight Champion 
Bruno and his daughter 
Rachel wanted to learn to ski 
as they were going on a skiing 
holiday 12 years ago. 

“I taught Frank Bruno to ski 
down there. He had a wonderful 
sense of balance,” Peacock said. 

When Graham’s wife Verica 
innocently asked Bruno wh 
he needed to take sun tan 
oil on the skiing trip, 

Bruno replied. “Of 
course I do - I don’t 
want to get burnt!” 

Peacock originally 
took up skiing in the 
early 1980s at the 
Harlow slope and devel¬ 
oped such a flair that he 
was asked to become a ski 
instructor. 

Skiers from as far as 
Scotland would come down 
to use the top practice 
venue. 

Peacock was approached 
to take up a role instructing 
disabled skiers by Mike 
Hammond, then manager of 
the centre which used to be 
next to Harlow Town 
Football Club’s old ground 
off Hammarskjold Road - 
and is now a housing devel¬ 
opment. 

From this experience, he

was invited to work with the British Disabled 
Skiing team, which provided a platform for him 
to join the BPA. 

Peacock, who has lived in the 
Harlow district all his life, only 
started to ski after his 
daughter fell ill in 
1980 and relatives 
invited the family to 
Switzerland as part 
of her recuperation. 
Having never 
skied before, 
Graham took to 
the experience 
like the prover¬ 
bial duck to 
water and the 
rest is history, 
as he became 
involved with 
various British 
disabled sport 
associations 
over the next 20 
^ years and was 
manager of the 
T British Disabled 
Skiing Team for 13 
years until 2002. 

Peacock has even skied 
with royalty, including 
HRH Prince Edward, who 
is patron of the BPA. 


Ex-Paralympics 
chief's shock 
at luge death 

BRITISH Paralympic Association 
life-president Graham Peacock 
was horrified at the luge death of 
Georgian Nodar Kumaritashvili 
at the Winter Olympics. 

Peacock, from Harlow, said: “It’s 
very sad when any sportsman is 
killed. It surprised me that it 
should have happened. They have 
made corrections to the course. 

“I was there when a Scottish 
skier who won bronze at Salt 
Lake City ([2002] was taken in on 
a doping charge. He had his 
medal taken away. It was terrible. 
When something like this 
happens it hits everybody in the 
Olympic or Paralympic village.” 
There will be no luge event at the 
Winter Paralympics starting in 
Vancouver on March 12. 

This will be the first time 
Peacock - the BPA’s former 
Secretary General - has missed a 
games since 1992. 

“I will be glued to the television 
over the next month,” confessed 
Peacock who is disappointed to 
miss the events unfold live in 
Vancouver, Canada. “There was 
strict allocation and I was 
surplus. It’s a shame because they 
are wonderful events. I have been 
to all the Winter Paralympics 
since 1992.” 

Peacock was asked to become a 
life vice-president of the BPA, 
just weeks after he announced he 
was retiring in November. 

This new role meant he was 
invited up to Edinburgh Castle in 
Scotland last month when the GB 
team was officially announced for 
the Winter Paralympics in 
Canada. 

At this function, he told 
paraplegic skier Sean Rose that 
he expects him to return with 
nothing less than a gold medal! 
Rose won a gold medal in the 
paraplegic skiing at the World 
Cup in January. 

“The paraplegic skiers will 
mono-ski - they use a bucket on 
one ski and they hit 60 or 70 
miles an hour,” Peacock 
explained. “Can you imagine how 
fast they are going when they hit 
the ground? It’s frightening 
watching it, let alone sitting in it.” 
Peacock also has high hopes for 
the disabled curling team. They 
gained the silver medal at the last 
Winter Paralympics in Turin, 
Italy, and the Harlow pensioner is 
tipping them to go one better this 
time. 

“They missed the gold medal by a 
fraction of an inch with their last 
stone [in Turin],” he said. “We 
have got very good curlers. I saw 
them practising in Edinburgh.” 
The able-bodied GB team could 
also spring a shock with a medal 
in the skiing. “Chemmy Alcott 
may surprise people. You’ve 
always got a chance in any sport 
- anything can happen,” he said.

Double op Cousins targets World Judo Champs 


PETER Cousins faces a 
massive test of character 
as he aims to get fit in time 
for the World Judo 
Championships in Japan 
in September. 

The 28-year-old judo 
player from Harlow - who 
represented Great Britain 
at the 2008 Beijing 
Olympics - has undergone 
two knee operations, the 
second of which was less 
than a fortnight ago. 
Cousins, from Hookfield, 
sustained damage to 
ligaments in his left knee 
after competing for Great 
Britain at a tournament in 
October. 

After the injury was 
diagnosed, he had an 
operation in November 
and then a second to 
improve mobility within 
the knee. 

“I was competing in this 
tournament in France 
when my opponent put his 



weight on my leg when it 
was straight. The pain was 
excruciating,” he said. 
“After seeing a knee 
specialist, fortunately I did 
not have to wait for long 
[for an op].” 

Cousins’ movement has 
been severely restricted 
since the first op. 

“I was on crutches. I could 
only walk to go to the loo 
as I could not afford too 
much weight on the knee,” 


he said. 

“My parents [David and 
Dilly] and family have 
been brilliant with their 
support. They have looked 
after me.” 

Cousins’ second operation 
was to increase mobility. 

“I was having trouble 
bending [the knee]. I could 
only bend it 90 degrees 
and not 110 degrees,” he 
said. 

Light training and then 
full contact judo will have 
to wait as Cousins builds 
up his walking first. 
However, he will not be 
idle. “I want to concentrate 
on my upper body and can 
train at the Ripped Gym 
[in Wych Elm in Harlow],” 
he said. 

“I want to get this right so 
when I am ready I can 
then concentrate on the 
work on my legs and the 
cardiovascular work and 


not worry about the upper 
body.” 

Rehabilitation will be slow 
and a definite timescale is 
not yet known for the 
player who came second in 
the World Judo 
Championships in 2007 in 
Brazil and third in the 
European Judo 
Championships in 2006 in 
Finland. 

Cousins said: “I will 
hopefully do light training 
in April and then work up 
to the full work in late 
July/early August. 

“The best case scenario is I 
make it for the World 
Championships in 
September. I do have the 
mental strength.” 

He added: “The BOA are 
confident in me for the 
Olympics. There are 
younger people coming 
through but they have not 
achieved what I have and 
they are more for 2016.” 
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Osagie a Brit of alright with indoor best 


ANDREW Osagie has targeted 
a medal at the Commonwealth 
Games 800m title this year - 
after claiming gold with a 
season best at the Aviva World 
Indoor Trials and UK 
Championships. 

The Harlow Athletic Club 
member, who turns 22 
tomorrow (Friday), produced a 
season’s best of 1 min 50.21 secs 
to win in Sheffield on Sunday. 
This was just two seconds short 
of the qualifying time required 
for the World Indoor 
Championships in Doha next 
month. 

However, the Commonwealth 
Games at Delhi in October is 
his main objective. 

Osagie, of Northbrooks, 

Harlow, said: “I set my 
standards very high for myself 
so I am training with the 


Commonwealth Games in 
mind. 

“I am an ambitious athlete so I 
don’t want to set myself a 
ceiling this year; I would love to 
be successful at the 
Commonwealth games and I’m 
going for it.” 

Osagie overhauled Blackburn’s 
Paul Bradshaw (2nd 1:50.55) on 
the home straight to take top 
spot on the podium. 

“It was such a great feeling and 
it has been a long time coming 
so I am really happy,” said 
Osagie. 

“It was always going to be a 
very tactical race and Ed Aston 
is really good over the last 500m 
while Paul Bradshaw’s sprints 
are really good so it makes 
winning that little bit better.” 
Osagie, plagued by injury over 
the last two years, is gunning 


for a place at the sport’s top 
table. “I feel like myself again 
and I feel ready for anything,” 
he said. 

“I had a series of injuries over 
the years, a stress fracture in 
my foot and injuries to my shin 
and hip, so I am just happy to 
put that all behind me now. 

“I am feeling really good and 
my training is going really good, 
which I must thank St Mary’s 
University for because they are 
helping me.” 

“When I had all my injuries 
things were starting to get to me 
and I was starting to get down 
but they really helped me out.”
